The 2005 MBA football team ended up 
with a record of 8 wins and 3 losses. The Big Red 
began the year with the toughest schedule in MBA 
football history, facing three eventual state 
champions. After a 1-2 start which included a 
memorable 17-13 victory over Louisville’s Trinity 
High School, the Big Red rolled over its next seven 
opponents. This winning streak included convincing 
wins over respectable programs such as JPII and 
CPA as well as thrilling victories over DII rivals. In 
divisional play, the Red dominated Christian 
Brothers and Baylor by 1 3 and 14 points 
respectively while defeating BA, Father Ryan, and 
McCallie in hard-fought thrillers.

uring the spring of 2005, while most students and 
teachers anxiously awaited the arrival of summer, the freshmen, 
sophomores, and juniors on the golf team began working toward 
making the 2006 season a major success. With four very strong 
players in the starting line up and several other players with the 
potential of shooting rounds in the 70s, MBA was preparing one 
of its better teams in recent varsity golf history. The 
unprecedented addition of the Golf Club of Tennessee as MBA’s 
home course seemed to be an exclamation point for the golf 
team’s desires not only to compete in the state tournament, but 
also to win. 

The official 2006 varsity golf season started in early 
August when five players traveled to Tullahoma, TN, to compete 
in the annual Stan McNabb Tournament held at Lakewood 
Country Club. The team was able to clinch a second-place 
finish as a result of Rob Campbell’s individual third-place finish 
and score of 7 1 . Later that month, the team traveled to the Old 
Natchez Country Club to compete in the Bruin Invitational. The 
event was a major success and turning point because all five 
players participating in the tournament posted rounds at or 
below 74 with Rob Campbell again shooting the low team 


score, 70. The MBA team took first place in the 
tournament and beat several regional teams such as 
Brentwood High School, Father Ryan, Brentwood 
Academy, and BGA. The team was able to replicate this 
strong performance in September at an eighteen-hole 
match against Marshall County, firing a combined team 
score of 293 (avg. player score of 73.25). 

Hopes were high as the team prepared to go into 
October and play in the regional and state tournaments. 
The team ended the regular season with a record of 11-1. 
The regional tournament at Champions Run golf course, 
however, turned out to be a disappointing performance as 
the MBA team, the clear favorite to win the tournament, 
placed third behind BGA and BA. Barely qualifying for the 
state tournament, the team was looking for redemption. 
Again, the great play that occurred during the regular 
season did not materialize at the state tournament. The 
team did manage to place fifth in the tournament beating 
Christian Brothers, BA, and CPA.

This was a year like no other for MBA Rifle. It 
started in July with an amazing second place finish in 
the Junior Olympic National Air Rifle Team 
Championship at Western Kentucky University. The Big 
Red Rifle team of Andrew Davis, Joseph Walkowicz, 
Erik Swanson and John Fontaine fired a two-day score 
of 46002/4800 - just one point behind our perennial 
rival Shelby County Kentucky who won the title. This 
tournament is essentially the de facto high school team 
national rifle championship. With the start of school and 
our fall training program, Fontaine announced that he 
was, reluctantly, giving up rifle so that he could devote 
more time to trombone. Six weeks later, Swanson left 
the team so that he could participate in theater 
productions and swimming. 

With the loss of two outstanding athletes, the 
complexion of our year was turned upside down. We 
never lost a match to an in-state rival but in competition 
with nationally ranked out-of-state teams which 
comprised most of our schedule, we couldn’t find two 
shooters with a hot hand to back up Davis and 


Walkowicz. There is, however, a silver lining to the 
challenges we faced this year! We ended the year in 
April with a one-point victory over Siegel High School 
for the Tennessee High School Rifle Championship - 
our tenth in a row! We also had nine freshman team 
members who demonstrated extraordinary promise. 

At year end, the Tennessee Shooting Sports 
Association named Davis, Walkowicz and Scott 
Rowenczak to the 2006 Tennessee State High School 
All-State Rifle Team. Three years ago, the James E. 
Stevens Award was established to honor a graduating 
senior for significant contributions to the rifle team 
while demonstrating high moral character, strong work 
ethic, and concern for other team members. The 2006 
Stevens Award was presented to Andrew Davis. 
Davis lettered in rifle five times, earned All-State 
honors four times and tirelessly worked with younger 
shooters.

he 2005-2006 MBA Wrestling Team has been one of 
the most successful wrestling programs in the school’s history. 
A dual meet record of 19-1, two 3 rd places at the dual and 
individual state tournaments as well as becoming only the second 
school in Tennessee history to place all fourteen starters at the 
state tournament are just a few of the team’s highlights. Their 
success was due largely to a group of 1 1 dedicated and talented 
seniors: Nathan Deutsch, Ben Bellet, Justin Hall, Elliott Nelson, 
Andy Snyder, Brooks Tate, Jordan Klein, Will Whitson, 
Nicholas Jacques, Michael Swett, and Allen Riley. 

The season got underway in late November with two 
dual meet victories before heading to the Black Horse 
Invitational in Memphis. Over the span of two days, the MBA 
wrestlers came within a half point of winning the entire 
tournament. MBA finished 14 point behind perennial 
powerhouse Brother Martin of New Orleans, who consistently 
ranks in the top 25 in the nation. The third place team was 
nearly 75 points behind MBA. 

After two more dual meet victories the team traveled 
to the McCallie Invitational at the beginning of winter break. 
Considered one of the most prestigious tournaments in the 


Southeast, the tournament is a tough one. MBA placed 8 th overall 
with three wrestlers bringing home medals: Jeff Francis (103) 
placed 2 nd , John Michael Simpson (1 19) placed 1 st , and Justin 
Hall (152) placed 4 th . 

Over the break MBA wrestled in two dual meet 
tournaments, The Sycamore Duals and our own MBA Duals. The 
team steamrolled both tournaments, winning a total of nine dual 
meets between the two tournaments. 

After returning to school, the MBA grapplers went across 
town to wrestle in the Father Ryan Invitational, one of the toughest 
tournaments in the state. The team placed second overall ahead 
of McCallie, who came in 3 rd place. Eleven wrestlers earned 
medals: Jeff Francis (103) 2 nd ; John Michael Simpson (1 19) 1 st ; 
Daniel Todd ( 1 30) 7 th ; Mike Herron (135) 7 th ; Wes McKeithan 
( 1 40) 7“’; Ben Bellet ( 1 45) 5 ,h ; Justin Hall ( 1 52) 5 lh ; Andy Snyder 
(160) 5 th ; Brooks Tate (171) 5 th ; Nicholas Jacques (189) 5 th ; 
and Allen Riley (275) 5 th . 

After the tournament, the team began its march towards 
the region championship by demolishing DII opponents Brentwood 
Academy, Pope John Pall II, and Ensworth High School. The 
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final two matches were great wins for the team and its 1 1 seniors 
on Senior Night.

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The stage was set for the region championship showdown 
between in town rivals MBA and Father Ryan. With Father Ryan’s 
gym packed to the limit, it was beautiful setting for a landslide 
victory. MBA wrestlers won 1 1 of 14 match-ups to bring home 
the regional championship plaque and bragging rights for the next 
decade with a 38- 1 3 victory. It was one of the sweetest victories 
in MBA history. 

MBA headed into the state dual tournament as undefeated 
regional champs. After a heartbreaking loss to eventual champions 
McCallie by two points in the semi-finals, MBA rebounded and 
steamrolled Christian Brothers to advance to the consolation finals. 
Here MBA again wrestled rival Father Ryan and crushed them, 
making the series 4-0 in MBA’s favor over the last two years. The 
wrestlers returned to the practice room for two grueling weeks 
and a mindset to win a state championship two weeks later. 

The team traveled to McKenzie Arena at the University 
of Tennessee, Chattanooga for the state individual tournament. 
MBA placed all fourteen wrestlers. This accomplishment is a state 
record. The team will forever be remembered for that feat. Each 
wrestler fought hard to bring home their individual hardware, 
including two champions. Placers were: Jeff Fracis 1 81 at 1 03, Elliott 
Sutter 4 th at 1 12, John Michael Simpson 1 st at 1 19, Luke Bellet 
6 lh at 125, Mike Herron 6 th at 130, Wes McKeithan 5 th at 135, 
Ben Bellet 3 rd at 140, Justin Hall 5 th at 145, Christian Waddey 5 lh 
at 1 52, Andy Snyder 2 nd at 1 60, captain Brooks Tate 3 rd at 171, 
Nicholas Jacques 4 th at 1 89, Michael Swett 5 th at 2 1 5, and captain 
Allen Riley 5 th at 275. MBA placed an overall 3 rd , 2Vi points behind 
runner-up McCallie and champions Baylor.

►ig Red Baseball had a successful 2006 season, 
finishing with a 26- 1 3 record and as the Division II Middle 
Regional runner-up. The season opened with 3 wins against 
non-region opponents, and the Spring Break trip to Phoenix 
included tough losses and big wins, as the team went 2-3 in the 
Eagle Invitational. The team followed spring break with four 
more wins against non-region opponents, displaying one 
impressive offensive performance after another. After opening 
the region play against Brentwood Academy with a 10-0 run- 
rule victory, the Big Red suffered its first in-state loss, 7-4 at 
BA. In the rubber game of the series, the Big Red used a 6-run

With May came the most exciting series of the year, 
and the MBA-Father Ryan match up would prove to be more 
than a three-game affair.

In yet another 1 -run game, the Big Red 
pulled out the win thanks to Andrew Harris’ game winning RBI 
single in the bottom of the 8 th inning. The next round of the 
tournament, however, saw MBA fall flat, as they managed just 
3 hits in a 5-0 loss to BGA. In the loser’s bracket, the Big 
Red bested the Fighting Irish, as Scott Schwartz pitched all 
but one out for the 4-3 win. However, BGA’s four runs in the 
4 lh inning of the Region Championship game left the Big Red 
as the Regional Runner-up.

Under new the coaching of John Harvey, the 2006 MBA Lacrosse 
Team assembled in late February with the shared goal of winning the State 
Championship. After a few months of training, the players were selected 
and the roster was finalized. Six seniors led the team: James Banker, Terrell 
McWhirter; and Luke Brown were to defend Carver Morgan’s goal as the 
attack of Jim Witherspoon, Chris Cahill, and Sloan Sanders deployed their 
offensive threat. The team first traveled to Cincinnati for a tournament at 
St. Xavier School, where they beat the St. X hosts as well as Moeller. Back 
from the road, the Big Red had three easy games against Father Ryan, 

Webb Bell-Buckle, and Farragut, in which they outscored their opponents 
58 to 1 1 . After those victories it was time for the annual Spring Break trip, 
which was in Atlanta this year. First up was the Lassiter Trojans, a 
competitive team that always seemed to give the Big Red trouble. MBA 
defeated the Trojans handily 10 to 3. Next came Lovett, whose offense was 
too powerful for the Big Red and won 7 to 5. The next day MBA beat 
Trinity High School from Kentucky 7 to 6, to end the Spring Break trip on a 
better note. 

After the end of Spring Break, the team beat Christian Brothers in 
a home match. For the team’s next trip they were headed to Memphis to 
face MUS and Islip, a team from New York. As long time rivals, the Owls 
put up a strong fight, and even though the Big Red did not play their best, 
they were able to win 9 to 8. Tired and worn out, they then faced Islip, but 
could not keep it together for the whole four quarters. The Islip team 
ended up beating MBA 10 to 11. 

Before one of their biggest games of the season, the Big Red 
faced Bell Buckle again for a 17 to 3 victory. Next came Ravenwood. The 
Raptors had a strong junior class that had given MBA trouble since 


seventh grade. They were moved into Division I for the 2006 season, 
and had high hopes of beating MBA. The teams first met at 
Ravenwood. Unable to keep possession and pick up ground balls, the 
Big Red fell to rather strong Raptor play 6 to 7. Ravenwood had 
accomplished their season goal of beating MBA, but the Big Red still 
had their eyes set on the State Championship. 

On the new field turf, the Big Red stomped St. Xavier from 
Kentucky and USN, outscoring the opponents 34 to 8. MBA faced 
MUS next, and the Owls were seeking revenge. Due to the intensity of 
fourth quarter play, the Big Red was able to come back from 4-8 to 
make it a close game. But the Owls were able to keep it together, and 
overcame with a 1 0 to 8 victory. The next week MBA faced their rivals 
of McCallie. But with intensity and teamwork, MBA defeated the Blue 
Tornado 15 to 8. 

In the first round of the playoffs, MBA beat Father Ryan 16 to

beating them 15 to 7, earning an invitation to the State Championship. 
The finals were played at MBA against McCallie on May 13. McCallie 
had defeated MUS in their semifinals game the night before. Explosive 
offensive action on MBA’s part added to their outstanding play.

The 2005-2006 season proved successful for MBA Ultimate 
Frisbee, as once again Los Banditos dominated the competition in 
Tennessee on its way to a birth in the state championship. After 
suffering through the frigid weather of the winter and through Coach 
Russ’s endless drilling, the chemistry between players meshed and the 
elite skill level of the team was able to challenge even the most 
successful high school programs. This merciless training regimen of 
repetitive and fatiguing practices mixed with intrasquad scrimmages 
sharpened the key abilities of proficiency handling the disk and an 
understanding of defensive and offensive strategies. 

The Big Red racked up numerous wins early in the season 
over teams such as Hume-Fogg and Hillsboro and gained confidence 
quickly with these easy blowout victories. For most of the season no 
one was up to the challenge of knocking off the talented and hallowed 
“Top 7” of Montgomery Bell.

A rchives, the literary and art magazine of 
7l MBA, has been in continuous 
publication since 1 982. Before that time, 
creative writing was recognized by 
occasional publication of collections under 
such names as The Blue Planet, which 
included some works by alumni.

Other 
former editors have gone on to become editors of similar publications in college. A recent MBA graduate and Archives alumnus is 
currently chief editor of Oxford University’s literary magazine.

Regional Competition @ Chattanooga State 

On Saturday, 25 February 2006, a well-oiled although 
patchwork Science Olympiad team invaded Chattanooga 
for our regional competition. In Division B we took home 
medals in 1 5 of 20 events including 7 gold medals, placed 
second in the region and qualified for the third year in a row 
for state. In the HS Division C we claimed medals in 14 of 
1 6 events, had 8 golds, placed first in the region (ahead of 
Mccallie) and return to the state competition at UT 
Knoxville to hopefully improve upon last year’s State 
Runner-Up trophy. 

State Championships @ UT Knoxville 

On Saturday, 0 1 April 2006, the Junior and High School 
Science Olympiad teams traveled to Knoxville for this year’s 
state tournament. After a day of chemistry labs, bottle 
rockets, robots, geology, and catapults (to name a few of 
the 23 competitions) the Big Red teams came home with 
outstanding results - three State championships, five second 
and six third place medals, as well as several other top five 
finishes. 


The Division C team came home with the third place 
team trophy over nine other teams across the state 
including McCallie, Harpeth Hall, John Paul II, and 
MLK. Dr. Dickens, coach of the high school team, 
was awarded a plaque for his efforts in leading the 
team to another top three finish, the third in three 
years of competition. The Division B team kept up 
the pressure by turning in its strongest showing ever 
by placing 5th.

I n September, MBA and Harpeth Hall 
celebrated their eighth collaborative 
musical and returned to the rockin’ rhythm of 
the eighties.

I n December, the MBA Players presented Oscar 
Wilde’s theatrical gem, The Importance of Being 
Earnest.

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The Salutatorian’s Address, delivered June 1, 2006, by Kevin Seitz: 

Good evening. As we begin tonight. I’d first like to welcome our board Chairman 
Webb, headmaster, and the Board of Trust, our teachers, faculty, staff, and the entire administration 
of MBA. I would also like to greet the parents, families, friends, and guests who have gathered 
with us tonight amid these bricks, trees, grass, and roofs we have been fortunate to call home for 
the past six years. It is my honor and my privilege to welcome you to the 2006 Commencement 
ceremony of Montgomery Bell Academy. 

Here, now, at this graduation, we have come to celebrate a moment and a transition in 
our lives as young men of this senior class, seated here, brimming with all the tremendous pride 
and potential that this school instills in its graduates. Each of us will complete his duties by 
crossing this stage, shaking hands, and finally grasping those little red books. I’ve seen it done 
many times now, and I’m fairly certain I have it down. But, by those short and practiced motions, 
we will not only lay down the heavy back cover of this thick text we call a high school education, 
but also, and more importantly, we have a moment to realize that tonight we celebrate an 
assembling of six years. The countless moments, fragments, chapters, and episodes of our lives 
have culminated here into who we are at this brief moment and perhaps thereby dissolve entirely 
that metaphor of a book to be opened and forever closed. 

Standing before you, I want so badly to give you something tangible with my words, 
as a testament to what six years on this hill truly means. But I cannot speak so that you might 
know how soft these brick paths feel after the miles we have walked on them. I cannot enunciate so 
that you might experience what this air truly smells like on a Tuesday morning in October. I 
cannot read from a sheet of paper so that you might sense but a fraction of the exhaustion, fear, 
adrenaline and hope that we have felt here. 

We have reached the pinnacle of our MBA academic lives. We can explain life itself 
with biology, biology with chemistry, chemistry with physics, and physics with numbers to define 
the nanometers of uncertainty in matter itself, to define exactly how much we cannot know. Our 
words have been well-trained, and can argue either side of any debate, and we can justify ourselves 
accordingly. We can wield rhetoric with deft counter-arguments, and only the occasional comma- 
splice. 

Over the course of these years, we have found examples of the greater morals, 
principles, and realities of the world. We have discussed them in classrooms, and we have typed 
them on pages. When prompted, we can proficiently describe clouds of intangibles like 
“existence”, “heroism” and “maturity”. 

And ultimately, we have discovered that the greatest achievement of a scholar is not to 
rest with merely assigning the close-fit answers, but to understand the true questions, and then 
pose some of our own. But tonight poses questions that seemingly must be answered. Those of the 
past, present, and future that converge here so powerfully. 

When we first arrived on this campus, every one of us knew that this school stood for its challenge. 
That this place was founded on traditions of dedication and excellence. And since then our every 
thought, sprint, dive, joke, mistake and success has been in an effort to follow that nameless drive 
that lives in the very spirit of this hill. We have been seeking to build a something here, 


The Valedictorian’s Address, delivered June 1, 2006, by John Lee: 

First ... a disclaimer: Because of my obsession with France, the use of French in this 
speech will be charming at best, pretentious at worst. 

I thought it was amusing when I first came to Montgomery Bell Academy because I 
met lots of guys who had wanted to go to MBA since they learned their first word. When my 
parents asked me if I wanted to go to MBA, I replied, surprised, “I’m terrible at basketball.” 

When I was seven years old, I had two favorite things: candy and The Magic School Bus. Why 
did I like The Magic School Bus so much? Was it the United Nations class? Was it Arnold’s 
ever-resounding lamentation, “I knew I should have stayed home today”? Or perhaps it was that I 
could think that science was cool without reproach or that I could simply marvel at the concept of 
friction without having to know that if it’s static friction, the force of static friction is less than or 
equal to the coefficient of static friction times the normal force, or that if the object is descending 
an incline of 26.8°, then the force of kinetic friction equals the coefficient of kinetic friction times 
the mass times the force of gravity multiplied by the cosine of 26.8° — that is, if the y-component 
of the force is the only acting force. 

Looking back on that show, I realize now how significant Ms. Frizzle’s charge at the 
beginning of every scientific adventure was: “Take chances, make mistakes, get messy!” Ms. 
Frizzle had unbounded enthusiasm for every undertaking knowing that the Magic School Bus 
would guide her and the class to their goal. Even though Arnold incessantly wailed that he 
wished he had stayed home that day, didn’t he always end up enjoying himself? 

I am aware that many of you are thinking, “What does this guy who spends all his 
time at Blair playing the piano know about ‘getting messy’? — hypocrite!” I must admit that I’ve 
always been a “safe” person — the good, law-abiding citizen. I’ve always obeyed my parents, 
stayed out of trouble at school, driven the speed limit, come home at a decent hour, and followed 
the rules — not that those things are bad. And until recently. I’ve rarely been willing to “go out on 
a limb” for something new and unchartered. But when I went to France for the first time, I had no 
choice but to dive in to a French family’s life. There was no room for reservation or 
squeamishness, only total and absolute commitment. Having never been overseas before, I was 
forced to take a chance in full knowledge that things could go very wrong. And, believe me, I 
made some mistakes. My favorite “JFK-in-Berlin” moment to date occurred the first time I was in 
France two years ago. I was riding in the car with my host father, Thierry, and we were listening 
to a CD of a classical vocalist whom he knew. He mentioned that she often stopped by the house 
to visit and, sometimes, even to perform a short number. And I, being the eager American youth, 
chimed in, “Ah, jc voudrais bicn defrichcr avec elle.” Thierry burst out laughing. Astonished by 
what could be so funny about wanting to sight-read some music with her, I asked what was the 
matter. Thierry explained to me that 1 had just said that I wanted to mow her down with a lawn 
mower instead of to sight-read with her. 

To get through our lives with any morsel of dignity, we must be able to laugh at 
ourselves. Here at MBA, most everything is very serious. Classes run on a regimented schedule, 
students dress according to strict guidelines, and students have little leeway to choose their 


something as a validation and as a proof that would give ourselves and our efforts a sense of 
definition and of importance. 

But we did not know the form of this, our goal, this purpose we pored over after 
midnights, pounded with crashing helmets, and called out for beneath the blinding theatre 
lights. But it was only by stepping into the places that grabbed us in fear that we have come to 
know our own skin, and sometimes it takes saying the thing aloud to see if one truly believes 
his own words. Our spirits are content only at the thresholds of what we might create, and 
what we might become. 

This competitive spirit defines MBA, and when we faced adversity, it drove us to 
better, farther and faster, and we embraced it to the fullest. As these columns can bear witness, 
we invented countless lighthearted games and contests every day in this quadrangle, most of 
which were subsequently lost to authority-veto. But those too, were battles we were willing to 
fight to the teeth. 

Over six years that spirit built so many things I cannot show you tonight. I cannot 
lay my hands on the silent foundations, the invisible roots, and the unspoken bonds that have 
grown between us as a class. When an assembly announcement sparks that warm murmur, and 
an then roar of laughter bursts from the senior section that baffles the entire theatre, there, there 
better than anywhere else, you might hear it. And it courses through us tonight, seated beside 
the men whose faces, laughs, penmanship, and passions we know so well. 

Many, many times men and women have told us, “well, that’s a fine school” and 
we nod, but I want to tell them now that, to us, these walls are much more than an institution 
for learning. MBA, these buildings, and the people here tonight have become an inextricable 
part of who we are. It has become our home, our family, and our life. Our debt to the teachers 
and coaches, each other and all the difficult times we’ve faced here is not one we can express 
with mere thanks and hugs. Every moment we have met, every feeling we have felt, and every 
dream we have dreamt has made us who we are today. 

Yes, we will leave this place tonight. Years, and even months from now, we won’t 
know every car in that senior lot, whether they’re parked in their assigned space, and where 
those seniors are likely to be found on campus. But time cannot take this place from our bones, 
for every part of the last six years will never leave us, buried deep, where our nerve-endings 
greet the heart. 

C.S. Lewis once wrote, “An author doesn’t necessarily understand the meaning of 
his story better than anyone else,” and so too, I’m not sure I can give you the significance of 
this time, and these stories we have lived. I cannot do it with mere paragraphs and infinitives, 
split or whole. But regardless, from here, we can write only our future. 

It is not where we can be content or static that our lives will find fulfillment. Six years ago, 
this was the unfamiliar world that we embarked upon, and it was this challenge that defined us. 
Now, tonight, we will set out again. We will turn our rings, our minds, and our hearts to seek 
the unknown and to face it; selflessly bold and without reservation, so that we might write our 
lives with an honest love. 

Finally, thank you, and again, welcome to the graduation of the class of 2006. 


courses. I think some students become disgruntled with MBA because they feel stifled, but I 
believe that if they stopped to recognize the not-so-serious aspects of the school, they might 
think otherwise. We must not take our lives so seriously that we can see nothing beyond the 
here and now. After all, don’t you just love changing the daily schedule every time we have 
assembly and switching Tuesday to a Monday schedule and Friday to a Tuesday schedule 
and Wednesday to a Friday schedule? 

Taking a chance often does precipitate making mistakes and getting messy before 
a goal can be reached. My host mother this past summer, Sylvie, for one, started a bed and 
breakfast from the ground up. She bought a vast tract of land with a three-hundred-year-old 
farm complex on it and set out to start her own business. With the help of her eighty-year- 
old mother and a couple of friends, she has now transformed the dilapidated structures into a 
lovely country inn that is now successful. You can imagine how much work went into such 
an undertaking, and more than once, the whole project nearly fell through because of financial 
predicaments. But with persistence and by maintaining a risible perspective on her life, 
Sylvie made it through the mess. 

Take MBA’s Mrs. Carole Pettus, for example, too. Mrs. Pettus had never been in 
any play until her recent role as Aunt Polly in the Junior School’s production of Tom 
Sawyer. It may not appear that such a move should be very risky since she’s taught the novel 
many times, but let me convince you otherwise. Being willing to portray a character who 
sings on stage takes courage. Now, we know that Mrs. Pettus is not exactly the next 
American Idol, but her addition to the play was delightful, and we should applaud her 
willingness to put herself out there and to get messy. Or consider Bobby Goodrich. He 
decided to join the swim team as a junior having never participated in varsity athletics, and 
although he was never first in state in the 50 Free, he was able to grow as a person by trying 
something new. 

Antoine de Saint-Exupery stated in The Little Prince that anything to which you 
dedicate your time, your effort, your love is worth it — because it’s yours; you are responsible 
for what you cultivate. I think that we’re often hesitant to take chances because we’re afraid 
of failure, and we equate failure with wasted time. Time will never be wasted, however, if 
you give your heart to the journey, and even if your plans do fall through, the time you 
spend therein will serve to enhance your experience as a human being. If you learn from and 
grow as a result of an experience, it will be time well spent. Therefore, the more willing you 
are to give your all to a new departure or to whatever you are passionate about, and the more 
willing you are to be bold about your choices, the richer and the more rewarding your life 
will be. 

Class of 2006, 1 challenge you to take a chance, not to be afraid to make 
mistakes, and to be open to getting messy. As long as you remember to laugh at yourself, 
you can’t go wrong. I promise you that in the end, you’ll be glad you didn’t stay home that 
day. Remember that once the sound and the fury have faded, we’re just people talkin’ ’bout 
people; so, let’s give ’em somethin’ to talk about. I thank you for listening, congratulations 
to all of you, good luck, and en avant! 
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
